II. — The  OHiccrs  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  a  Presi- 
dent, and  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary  ;  or  Secre- 
taries, with  a  Committee  of  Management  of  Sixteen  ]\Iembers,  of 
whom  the  four  senior  shall  retire  every  year.  Five  Members  shull 
constitute  a  quorum.  No  person  shall  bo  ro-elecicd  to  serve  on  tho 
I'ommitteo  mUil  the  expiration  of  a  year  from  the  date  of  his  ro- 
tiremcnt. 

III. — His  Excellency  tho  Governor  for  the  time  being,  shall  be 
rrquested  to  accojit  tiiC  Office  of  Patron  ;  the  Lord  Bishop  shall  be 
I'resident ;  the  Rural  Deans,  Vice-Presidents  ;  and  all  tho  Officers 
of  the  Society,  wilh  the  Clergy  of  tho  Church  resident  in  St.  John's, 
ex-officio  members  of  (he  Committee: — the  rest  of  the  Clei'gy  of  th*i 
Church  throughout  the  Colony  honorary  members  of  tbtt  same. 

IV. — All  persons  paying  the  annual  sum  of  Ten  Shillings  currency 
shall  be  members  of  the  Society,,  with  power  to  vote  dt  the  annual 
and  other  general  meetings. 

V. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  determine  from  time 
to  time  on  the  appropriation  of  the  fiincJs,  to  the  furtherance  of  tho 
(iospcl  in  this  Island,  under  the  rcconnnendation  and  sanction  of  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  (he  Diocese; — the  objects  to  which  such  appropria- 
tion shall  be  made,  being  tlie  following : — 1st,  the  maintenance  of 
the  Clergy  ;  2nd,  the  erection  or  enlargement  of  Churches,  Parson- 
ages, and  Sehool-rnoms,  .'!nl,  tho  supply  of  Bibles.  Prayer  Books, 
School  Books,  and  lleligious  \Vorkd  and  Tracts. 
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The  t'omuiittee  Miall  uicot  on  tho  first  ^Monday  in  every

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ADDRESS   OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 
il/y  Lord,  Ladles  and  Crentlemen^ 

I  have  accepted  the  mvitation,  which  I  have  had  tha 
honor  to  receive,  to  preside  on  this  occasion,  under  a  con- 
viction of  the  inestimable  value  and  social  benefits  of  true 
religion,  and  that  it  is  needful  even  for  the  temporal  vrel- 
fare  of  the  people. 

It  is  one  of  the  designs  of  this  Society,  as  His  Lordship 
has  just  stated,  to  procure  funds  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Clergy,  the  erection  or  enlargement  of  Churches,  Par- 
sonages and  School-rooms,  and  the  supply  of  Bibles,  Prayer 
Books,  School  Books  and  Religious  Tracts.  These  aro 
laudable  objects. 

Here,  where  there  is  no  legal  provision  for  the  snpport 
of  public  religion,  the  duty  of  making  contributions  for  the 
mamtenance  of  the  open  worship  of  Almighty  God,  de- 
volves upon  individuals.  By  such  tributes  we  may  evince 
our  love  and  reverence  towards  Him  from  Whom  we  re- 
ceive life  and  health,  and  to  Whom  we  are  indebted  fqr 
every  mercy  that  visits  our  eavthly  path  ;  and  it  is  thus 
that,  as  a  community,  we  may  link  ourselves  to  the  tilings 
of  Heaven. 

It  is  a  Divine  Ordinance  that  they  who  preach  the  Gos* 
pel  should  live  of  the  Gospel.  Moderate  as  is  the  provi- 
sion which  circumstances  permit  to  be  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Ministers  of  Religion  in  this  climate  which,  al- 
though healthy,  is  still  for  a  great  portion  of  the  year  rug- 
ged, and  thus  increases  their  toil  and  adds  to  their  claim 
upon  our  consideration ;  yet,  their  duties  remain  the  same, 
and  the  serious  responsibility  does  not  the  less  attach  to 
them,  of  proclaiming  in  their  heavenly  purity,  those  evan- 
gelic truths  which  alone  are  effectual  to  diffuse  regene- 
rating life.

The  first  duty  of  the  Committee  of  the  Newfoundland 
CnuRCii  Society,  on  the  occasion  of  celchrating  their 
Twelfth  Anniversary,  is  the  pleasing  one  of  inviting  all  its 
members  to  join  them  in  jiraise  and  thanksgiving  to 
Almighty  God,  for  the  blessing  year  by  year  vouchsafed, 
of  increased  success  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work  and 
purpose,  to  the  edification  of  llis  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
and  the  glory  of  His  great  Kame  thereby,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  your  Committee  to  observe  that 
the  soundness  of  the  principles  under  which  the  Society 
has  worked  from  the  beginning,  has  received  confirmation 
by  the  foundation  of  precisely  similar  associations,  not  only 
in  the  other  Dioceses  of  North  America,  but  also  in  Aus- 
tralia and  other  parts  of  the  world.  The  Report  of  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
speaks  thus  favorably  of  such  Societies,  in  allusion  to  the 
formation  of  a  new  one  in  the  Diocese  of  Guiana  :  *'  The 
recent  foundation  of  a  Church  Society  in  this  Diocese,  is 
an  important  and  promising  indication  of  vitality  in  the 
Church." 

It  is  however  a  matter  of  regret  to  your  Committee,  that 
the  meaning  and  objects  of  this  Institution,  after  so  long 
existence  and  such  successful  operation  in  almost  all  parts 
of  the  Island,  are  yet,  in  some  places,  but  imperfectly  un- 
derstood and  appreciated.  They  can  indeed  hardly  hope 
to  remove  these  misapprehensions  as  to  the  means  by  which 
the  Clergy  are  supported,  and  how  this  association  is  in- 
tended to  minister  to  that  purpose,  by  any  explanation  they 
can  give  in  the  compass  of  a  Report  like  the  present,  and 
they  might  content   themselves  with  a  simple  reference  to 
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the  standing  rules  under  which  the  Society  is  fjoverned 
as  sufficient.  Your  Committee  Avill  however  offer  a  few 
words  on  tixis  subject. 

The  Clergy  do  not  receive  any  payment  from  the  go- 
rernment  either  of  this  Colony  or  of  the  mother  country. 
The  only  foreign  assistance  the  Church  in  this  Dioceso 
receives  towards  their  maintenance,  is  derived  from  the  ven- 
erable and  noble  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  Foreign  Parts,  which  at  an  annual  expense  of  more 
than  ,£4000  stg.  is  at  present  contributing  to  the  support 
of  35  Missionaries.  Neither  is  that  Institution  endowed 
for  this  purpose  by  the  British  Government  as  some  are  led 
to  suppose.  The  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  Foreign  Parts,  is  supported  by  the  free-will  offerings 
alone  of  the  members  of  our  Church  ;  but  with  this  great 
difference,  that  support  is  asked  and  given  to  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  to  provide  the  ordi- 
nances of  religion  for  the  inhabitants  of  distant  lands  ; 
while  those  who  contribute  to  our  own  Church  Society, 
are  required  to  give  for  the  maintenance  of  Clergy  to 
minister  to  and  for  themselves  and  their  children. — 
Again,  be  it  understood  and  remembered,  that  the  ve- 
nerable Society  is  supported  quite  as  much  by  the 
offerings  of  the  poor,  as  is  the  Church  Society  of  New- 
foundland ;  and  your  Committee  believe  that  they  do  not 
exaggerate,  when  they  declare  that  these  offerings  to  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  are  in  the  main 
the  contributions  of  the  poor,  to  secure  the  ministrations  of 
our  Holy  Church  to  persons  in  many  instances  far  better 
able  to  provide  for  themselves.  No  true  member  of  the 
Church,  your  Committee  are  assured,  will  refuse  or  be  un- 
willing to  assist  in  maintaining  those  who  tninister  to  him 
in  spiritual  things.  Assistance  is  ail  that  is  asked  though 
surely  Avhere  there  is  ability  to  give  it,  a  full  and  sufficient 
maintenance  will  not  be  begrudged. 

Your  Committee  now  proceed  to  submit  a  summary  of 
the  various  topics  usually  brought  forward  at  this  Meeting. 

They  have  still  to  lament,  that  owing  to  some  causes  they 
are  not  able  to  appreciate,  many  returns  have  not  yet  been 
received,  which  must  necessarily  to  some  extent  render  the 
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Report  incomplete  and  unsntisffictory.  Great  inconveni- 
ence must  always  result  Avhile  this  cause  of  complaint  ex- 
ists, •which  can  only  be  rem<ivcd  by  ;'romftncs:5  ni:(l  j  'uic- 
tuality  on  the  part  of  the  Cleiuy.  The  <  V.h.miitce  would 
venture  again  to  ?!u.;i;^'ost,  in  oidor  to  render  tlie  l{t'|nrc  as 
complete  as  possible,  that  tho  lletunis  should  he  regularly 
forwarded  by  the  middle  of  May.  The  Kcturiis,  as  far  as 
they  have  been  received  by  the  Secretary.  pLow  an  increase 
in  the  aggregate  on  those  from  the  same  missions  labt  year 
of  £240,  and  the  whole  amount  paid  into  the  Treasurer's 
hands  during  the  past  twelve  months  has  been  £1841, 
178.  4d. 

The  Treasurer's  account  will  exhibit  the  state  of  the 
finances  of  the  Society  at  this  date.  The  balance  in  his 
hands,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe,  is  larger  than  at  the  last 
annual  meeting.  To  this  account,  which  will  bo  printed, 
your  Committee  beg  to  refer  for  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  manner  in  Avhich  they  have  appropriated  the  monies 
subscribers  have  committed  to  their  trust. 

Votes  have  been  made  under  the  recommendation  of 
the  Bishop  as  follows;  to  Clergymen  £889  ITs.  lid.  ; 
towards  the  erection  or  repair  of  Churches  £188  ;  and  of 
Parsonage  Houses  £73  ;  besides  a  sum  of  £72  Os.  Od.  for 
miscellaneous  objects.  In  addition  to  these  votes,  there 
have  been  specially  contributed,  and  expended  in  different 
localities  without  having  been  paid  into  the  Treasurer's 
hands,  and  submitted  to  your  Committee,  the  following 
amounts; — for  Clergymen  £152  12'^,  -Id.  ;  for  Churches 
£70;  for  Parsr>nage  Houses  £105  17s.  Od ;  and  for 
other  purposes  £2U8  lUs.  Od  :  making  in  all  for  Clergy- 
men £902  10s.  3  ;  for  Churches  £208  10s.  4d. ;  for 
Parsonage  Houses  £178  17s.  Od  ;  and  for  miscellaneous 
objects  £311  4s.  Od. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  statistics,  that  so  far  as  accounts 
have  been  received,  a  sum  total  of  £1091  Is.  7d.  has 
been  raised  and  expended  wUhin  the  Diocese  lor  Church 
Society  purposes  during  the  last  year.  Wcie  all  the  re- 
turns complete,  no  doubt  tiie  amount  would  be  n.uch 
larger. 

Much  difficulty  has  often  been  felt  l)v  the   Committee 
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aljout  making  votes  to  Missions  where  there  has  heen  no 
Collection  for  ihis  Society.  Thej  are  sensible  of,  and  aji- 
preciato  the  self-denial  of  many  of  the  Clergy  in  makin;^ 
collections  for,  and  s[;cndni^  laoncy  on,  local  oljects,  where 
often  a  collection  might  havo  been  made  for  this  ^Society, 
of  which  the  Clergyman  would  have  received  the  beneht 
himself ;  but  while  they  would  wish  to  afford  all  jjosyiblo 
encouragement  in  these  cases,  they  hope  the  Cicrgy  will  bo 
assured  of  their  sympr.thy  where  no  assistance  can  bo 
given,  and  that  allowance  will  be  made  for  the  difficulty 
experienced. 

The  Committee  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity of  acknowledging  the  very  handsome  donation  of 
£20  towards  a  Churcli  in  course  of  ercolion  at  Ac^ua  Forte, 
by  a  widow  lady  residing  in  that  place. 

They ;  would  also  mention,  at  the  suggestion  of  tho 
Bishop,  in  terms  of  grateful  acknowledgment,  that  tlie  very 
munificent  sum  of  £250  stg.,  on  his  Lordship's  representa- 
tion, was  at>  flnce  placed  at  his  disposal  by  the  t:>'ocicty  for 
Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  to  aid  in  tho  work  of 
building  Churches  in  this  Diocese.  l]y  means  of  this 
amount,  the  Bishop  has  been  enabled  to  render  very  oppor- 
tune assistance  to  several  Churches  which  are  now  being 
built  in  different  Missions. 

The  same  Society  has  also  very  generously  voted  £i.O 
stg.  to  furnish  parochial  lending  Libraries,  to  be  distributed 
as  the  Bishop  shall  consider  best ;  the  only  condition  attach- 
ed to  this  benefaction  being,  that  the  people  for  whose  use 
they  arc  intended,  shall  pay  for  each  set  of  £10  valuo, 
not  less  than  <£o. 

While  on  the  subject  of  gifto  and  benefactions,  tlic  Com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  tliat  it  cannot  be  out  of  place  to 
speak  of  the  noble  bequest  of  tho  la  to  Chief  Justice 
CiilPJiAN  of  New  Brunswick,  ^^ho  A\as  lately  left  to 
the  Church  Society  of  that  Diocese,  tho  valuable  legacy 
of  "  £10,000,  the  annual  income  and  product  thereof 
to  be  expended  and  applied  to  the  support  and  promotion 
of  the  Missionary  objects  of  tiic  Society."  The  Report  of 
the  New  Brunswick  Clmrch  Society  thus  speaks  of  the  . 
pious  testator.     "  Tho  Society  is  this  year  called  to  mourn 


over  tlio  (loi^avturo  of  one  ol'Its  earliest  and  most  steadfast 
frieri'l'^.  VVhei'caoovei'  lU  mombora  meet,  or  its  fauus  are 
ev[)eiidod,  llio  iiaaio  of  tho  IJonorable  Ward  OiiipmaN, 
lato  Oiiii'f  Justice  of  Now  Brllna^Yick,  will  bo  c}"^'ishy(.l 
witti  gratitiiJo.  Ever  one  of  the  most  generous  contribu- 
tors to  the  Society,  by  his  largo  bequest  to  further  its 
objects,  we  see  how  one  of  unquesHoued  piety  and  sound 
jadgtnent  estimated  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.'* 

Your  Committee  have  already  so  fully  expressed  their 
opinion  on  the  system  of  Education  now  sanctioned  by  tho 
Legislature,  as  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  speak  of  it  now. 
They  look  for  a  favourable  change  after  another  year. — 
Tu  those  members  of  the  Legislature  who  have  supported 
a  system  of  E  lacation  favorable  to  the  spiritual  interests 
of  the  children  of  the  Church  of  England,  your  Committee 
desire  to  olfor  their  best  thanks. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  sales  at  the  Deposi- 
tory of  tlie  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge 
for  1852,  have  been  larger  than  during  the  preceding 
year.  There  have  been  sold  since  the  last  Report  230 
Bibles,  147  Testaments,  1123  Prayer  Books,  406  other 
Bound  Books,  aud  1744  Miscellaneous  publications  and 
Tracts.  Your  Committee  would  remind  Out  Harbor  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  tin';  as  our  Diocesan  alone,  of  right, 
bears  the  title  of"  Lord  Bishop  of  Newfoundland,"  so  there 
is  but  one  Depository  for  supplying  religious  books  under 
his  Lordship's  patronage,  which  is  established  at  Mr. 
McCouijrey's  in  Water  Street,  and  they  would  call  atten- 
tion to  this  Depot  as  the  best  place  for  tho  purchase  not 
only  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  and  Testaments,  but  also  of 
other  Religions  and  useful  Books.  During  the  past  year, 
Branch  Depots  have  been  established  at  Bay  Roberts,  and 
Trinity  for  tlioso  Deaneries,  aud  tho  Bishop  has  conveyed 
to  the  Committee  the  pleasing  intelligence,  that  he  hopes 
soon  to  establish  a  larger  Depository  at  Mr.  Godden's  in 
Harbor  Grace. 

Five  Gentlemen  have  been  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders 
since  the  Society's  last  meeting,  and  one  beneficed  Cler- 
gyman in  Priest's  Ordciv,  has  generously  otVcred  himself 
for  the  service  of  tho  Ciiarch  on  the  miinvitin^j;  shores  of 
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Tjabrailor.  Your  Comiulttcc  liavo  been  ideascd  to  leani 
that  tiie  Mlssioaarj  aiul  his  luuiily  at  i'oiteau,  ]iabradur, 
have  pasiod  ilio  winter  in  health  and  conjtbi'%  and  that  tho 
tiet'vii;';-?  'n  t'li.;  'Jl"uXii  liav o  Uwca  j  Jooi'vcd  wku  the  great- 
est rcguUiritj. 

Tho  Oifice  of  Patron  of  this  Society  having  become  va- 
cant by  the  removal  of  J^ir  Gaspaud  Le  Makciiant  to  tho 
Government  of  Nova  Scotia,  it  was  accepted  by  His  Ex- 
colloiioy  Keu  TjAILLIh  IIamilton,  Em|.,  immediately  ou 
his  arrivul.  Ilia  i'lxccllency  received  the  Officers  and 
Committee,  Avho  waited  ujion  him  with  an  address  asking 
this  honor  in  January  last,  very  kindly ;  and  has  promised 
tho  Society  his  fullest  support  both  pecuniarily  and  other-

tion, and  a  full  sense  of  the  honor  conferred,  and  desire 
cordially  to  congratulate  this  meeting  on  this  most  auspi- 
cious circumstance,  and  to  express  tho  hope  that  this  fcio- 
ciety  will  continue  thus  to  enjoy  the  ccuntenance  of  His 
Excellency  upon  many  future  occasions. 

A  wish  was  expressed  at  the  last  meeting  and  seemed 
to  bo  very  geneially  concurred  in  by  those  present,  that 
more  particular  intelligence  respecting  the  missionary  work 
carried  on  in  tho  out  harbours  should  be  embodied  in 
this  Report.  In  compHawOe  w'^h  this  feclin'^  a  circular 
aski»ig  such  information  was  addressed  early  in  April  to 
each  Clergyman  in  the  Dioceso,  Extracts,  from  sucU  .-e- 
plies  as  have  been  received  ^re  given  below.         ^

their  teachers  have  not  been  in  vain. 

The  number  of  sirk  and  afflicted  individuals  and  families  who 
have  been  visited,  has  been  considerable ;  and  I  humbly  trust  that 
those  who  under  such  circumstances  have  claimed  and  received  at- 
tcniion,  have  been  benefitted  by  our  ministrations.  Without  enter- 
inrr  into  details,  which  it  would  not  in  my  opinion,  bo  ri«ht  to  do,  t 
feel  thankful  for  the  proofs  which  liave  been  given,  that  tho  Lord  is 
doing  a  gracious  work  amotig  the  people  committed  tu  my  pastoral 
charge.

Bay  Roberts. 

A  meeting  was  held  of  the  Clergy  of  tho  Deanery  of  ConcepfioA 
Bay,  on  the  28th  of  October,  being  the  Festival  of  St.  Simon  r.nd  St. 
Judc.  At  morning  Service  in  the  Church,  a  Sermon  was  preached 
on  behalf  of  tho  Newfoundland  Church  Society,  by  th6  Rev.  J.  C. 
Harvey,  of  Port-de-Grave.  The  Clergy  present,  afterwards  assem- 
bled at  the  Parsonage,  and  an  opportunity  was  afforded,  of  mutual 
conference  on  the  atlairs  of  the  Church,  in  that  locality. 

.The  proceedings  of  the  day,  concluded  with  a  meeting  in  the 
School-room,  the  chief  object  of  which  was  to  explain  the  nature, 
and  enforce  the  claims  of  the  Church  Society.  Several  of  the  inha- 
bitants besides  the  Clergy  spoke  to  the  sevei^al  resolutions,  and  tho- 
Rev.  Mr.  Biackraorc,  gave  a  useful  and  interesting  account  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  contributions  for  the  past  year,  subscribed  to- 
wards completing  the  Parsonage,  and  paintmg  the  Church  had  been 
expended.  The  evening  was  very  unpropitious,  but  the  School- 
room w.s  occupied  long  before  the  hour  ni/ pointed  with  persons, 
matiy  of  whom  had  come  from  distant  parts  ot  the  Mission.  All 
seemed  higlily  pleased,  and  though  no  direct  appeal  was  made  for 
contributions  at  the  meeting  "  it  is  gratitying,"  says  Mr.  Black- 
more,  "  to  bo  able  to  add,  that  several  oiferings  to  the  Church 
Society,  were  voluntarily  sent  to  me  the  day  after  the  meeting  by 
persons  who  had  not  subscribed  before."

Heart's  Cantent, 

Tho  ff)IIowin;»  \a  an  extract  from  the  Rev.  IMr.  Litid's  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  your  Society.  ''You  will  be  plad  to  hear  that  the  peo- 
ple in  tliis  Mission  manifest  an  increasinjj  de.sire  for  the  services  of 
our  Church.  If  I  had  an  assistant,  ho  would  not  only  slrenj^thcn 
my  hands  very  materially,  but  would  add  to  the  comfort  and  im- 
provement of  n»y  Hock.  In  New  reiTicau,  a  new  (Jliurch  is  com- 
menced, but  owinj  to  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  it  is  not  finish- 
ed, and  I  foar  if  left  to  them  it  never  will  l)e  oompletsd.  They  do^ 
however,  from  time  to  time  aivo  some  small  ilonations  to  that  ol)joet. 
The  old  buildm";  is  in  so  l)a<l  a  state  that  it  is  almost  unsafe  to  hold 
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•crvice  in  it. 

Trinity. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trinity  l>ranch  of  this  Society,  speaks 
of  the  probable  i'onipletion  of  a  Clmrch  at  Trouty  lu  tliis  Mission, 
in  the  course  of  the  summer.  Mention  is  also  made  of  the  progress 
of  two  other  Churches  in  Ijonavciitiiro  and  Ilritish  Harbor.  Thus 
three  Churches  in  this  .Mission  alone,  are  biung  added  to  tho  num- 
I)er  already  exisfinfj.  These  have  each  received  votes  from 
this  Society.  The  following  favorable  testimony  is  also  borne  to  tho 
workins;  both  of  the  Parent  Swiety  and  its  Branch  Association 
at  Trinity.  "  Your  Committee  in  ])articular  at  this  lime  invite  atten- 
■  tion  to  the  great,  benefits  conferred  on  this  Island  at  larije,  through 
the  instrmnentallty  of  the  Church  Society,  in  increasing  the  number 
of  the  Clergy,  and  extending  their  services  along  the  shores  of  this 
Colony.  And  they  regard  tho  eltbt-ts  made  by  this  Branch  in  au 
important  light,  for  securing  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  iu 
Trinity,  tho  'constant  services  of  men  in  Jlol)  Orders,  and  for 
more  elfieiently  ministering,  icrving,  and  directing  in  Sj)iritual 
things  in  the  adjacent  Gettlomentw.  They  would  also  note  a  further 
benefit  conferred  on  this  Mission,  during  the  past  year  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Depot  of  Bi!-les,  Prayer  Books,  Testaments,  and  various 
«ound  Religious  Works  from  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian 
Knowlediie."

Tlie  lu'.v.  Mr.  Moroton  writes,  **  I  wns  seriously  Miidercfl  in  making; 
«ii}  collfoliuii  lust  fall  liy  loii}'  illiu>s.  wliiuli  oblijitil  iw  to  lie  ab.-Miit 
irom  my  mission  at  tlm  limu  |)ii»|i(!r  litr  this  duty.  'J'iiis,  liowcver, 
J  l)(f!i>iVL'.  lias  i'ikiIiKmI  iim  to  jinl.iit;  only  tlio  more  (riily  of  llio  pre- 
M'l.i  workin;^  ol  tlio  sysii'iii  of  tiio  ('liinch  Society  in  tliis  place. 
Tliou;ih  umltr  tliu  ;»r(Mt  (lisa(lvantii;.'<!  ot  lit';4innin<»  in  iK'cx'inlKir,  F 
liavu  iouiid  fir  Kms  dilliciilty,  my  cojiuution  has  bcL'u  made  uitli  less 
labour,  an<l  lias  cost  mo  veiy  mndi  li'ss  I'xplaiiation  and  pei suasion, 
than  usual,  many  prisons  brcjii^^ht  me  llic-ir  (oiitributions  unasked, and 
I  llindi  that  llio  fu:t  that  my  colliMttioit  uiado  under  such  cireuin- 
slaiices,  rather  e.xcec.'d-!  lliaii  falls  short  of  tlu)  anioinit  in  previous 
year.-,  when  It  was  clnelly  made  in  S(  ptendter  and  October, jiroves 
that  tiie  principle  is  better  understood  and  the  duty  moro  reeuj»nis- 
od."  In  anotln»r  part  of  his  lel'cr  iSIr.  Morelon  adds,  "  1  believe  i  am 
speaking  very  moderately,  uhen  I  say  that  were  one  clergyman 
e.jiial  to  the  labour  of  maJiing  the  collection  properly,  my  mission 
Mould  in  the  past  year  have  yielded  double  the  amount  returned. 
'I'he  unwieldiness  of  tho  mission  impedes  this  work  as  much  as  it 
does  other  dutin." 

Mr.  Moreton  also  spoakii  of  the  difficulty  of  reaching  young  men' 
who  are  servants  or  sbaremen,  who  being  alasost  without  exj)ense 
can  best  afi'ord  to  give.  Jle  says,  "  opportunities  can  rarely  be  found 
of  speaking  to  them,  and  uidtss  it  be  exactly  at  the  time  of  selding, 
it  is  almost  useless  *o  attempt  a  collection  amongst  them."  "  Yet  I 
think"  contiimes  ilr  Moreton,  "  they  are  not  to  be  supposed  gener- 
ally less  willing  to  contribute  than  others.  The  only  sure  method 
of  obtaining  their  contributions  is  by  getting  the  master  of  eacL 
crew  to  collect  from  hia  men  at  the  limo  of  settling." 

Harbor  Buffet,  Placentia  Pay. 

Very  interesting  aocounts  liave  been  received  in  the  course  of  last 
year,  of  the  self-denying  exertions  of  the  jioor  people  at  Oderin  in 
this  Mission,  to  secure  to  themselves  a  Church.  These  are  the  mora 
giatifyihg  as  there  is  no  Clergyman  resident  there.  JNlr.  White  tho 
AMissionary  is  at  Harbor  Buffet,  distant  forty  miles,  and  only  able  to 
pay  an  occasional  visit.  Thirty  four  men  gave  labour  in  th«  iuonth 
of  October  last,  amounting  to  377  days,  and  18,rj(.i0  shingles;  some 
contributing  both  labour  and  material,  ami  others  who  had  nothing 
else  to  give,  willingly  their  time,  strength,  and  skill.  And  all  this 
was  done,  let  it  be  observed,  over  and  above  their  usual  payments  to 
the  funds  of  this  So'iety.  Surely  these  etforts  are  an  evidence  of 
the  readiness  of  tho  men  to  make  Bacillices  on  behalf  of  their 
Church.  Mr.  White  reports  in  a  subse(iuent  letter  tliat  the  number 
of  communicants,  which  at  the  Bishop's  visitation  in  IS."")!  was  15, 
bad  increased  at  Christmas  last  to  2G,and  at  Easter  to  iJJ.     And  that

vancement of  the  Church  in  general  or  tho  prosperity  of 
this  {Society. 

Thus  lias  this  Society  your  Committeo  trust  been  truly 
blessed  in  working  out  its  intention  and  purpose.  Abund- 
ant proof  is  believed  to  have  been  shewn  that  the  blessing 
of  God  is  with  us  in  our  sacred  work.
